Fredericks  served  as  a  member 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
from  1948  to  1956.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  from 
1948  to  1960.  He  was  Commission- 
er of  State  Welfare  from  1950-52. 
More  recently,  he  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Louisiana  Com- 
mission on  the  Aging  from  1959 
to  1963.  He  was  a  special  rep- 
resentative to  the  White  House 
Conference  of  the  Commission  on 
the  Aging. 

Fredericks  has  been  a  special 
representative  of  the  Kansas  City 
Southern  and  Louisiana  and 
Arkansas   railroads   since    1942. 

A  native  of  Clear  Lake  in 
Natchitoches  parish,  Fredericks 
was  born  on  a  farm  homesteaded 
by  his  father  "between  the  forks 
of  the  creek."  His  early  education 
was  in  a  one-room  school.  At  13, 
following  his  mother's  death,  he 
went  to  work  in  saw  mills,  log- 
ging camps,  and  on  neighboring 
farms. 

He  entered  the  Normal  and  on 
completion  of  the  two-year  pro- 
gram began  as  a  teacher  at 
Sharp,  near  Boyce.  Later,  he  at- 
tended LSU  and  remained  in  the 
Agricultural  Extension  Division 
of  the  University.  He  later  ac- 
cepted a  position  as  a  teacher  of

2  New  Accounting 
Business  Programs 
introduced  at  NSC 

Education  in  Accounting  and 
Business  at  Northwestern  will  be 
advanced  by  two  new  programs 
to  be  initiated  in  the  current 
semester. 

Dr.  Earl  G.  Thames,  associate 
professor  of  business,  stated  that 
the  new  program  would  consist 
of:  (1)  a  Business  Aptitude  Con- 
test in  connection  with  the 
Northwest  Louisiana  Rallies  and 
(2)  a  tutorial  program  for  stu- 
dents in  elementary  Accounting. 
The  business  aptitude  contest  will 
utilize  tests  devised  by  the  Ame- 
rican Institute  of  CPA's  to  meas- 
ure high  school  students'  achieve- 
ments toward  an  accounting  or 
business  career.  Prizes  will  be 
awarded  high  scorers  in  this 
contest. 

To  further  advance  the  know- 
ledge of  students  enrolled  in 
elementary  accounting,  a  tutor- 
ing program  is  being  instituted. 
Upper  classmen  majoring  in 
Accounting,  selected  and  super- 
vised by  the  faculty,  will  conduct 
daily  tutoring  sections  to  aid 
freshmen  and  sophomores  study- 
ing elementary  accounting.  These 
steps,  along  with  others  current- 
ly under  consideration,  are  ex- 
pected to  materially  benefit  stu- 
dents with  respect  to  their  chosen 
careers  in  business.

Fredericks  has 
also  been  active  in  organizing  a 
Natchitoc'nes  Parish  Action  Com- 
mittee for  participation  in  the 
Federal    anti-poverty    program. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Retired 
Teachers  Association  and  the  Re- 
tired Persons'  Association.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  City  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  since   1938. 

Fredericks  is  married  to  the 
former  Marjorie  May  and  they 
have  a  daughter,  Mrs.  T.  B. 
Wofford,  who  also  resides  in 
Natchitoches.

"N"  Club  Indoor  Track  and  Field
